Washington—Colonel Lindbergh has 


put himself at'the disposal of the fed 
eral government "'for such; conference 
and planning- as may bevdesired before 
he enters into business himself. The 
plan to bring him here for consuita 
tion with all the officials who'are in 
charge of aviation activities and to 
have him confer with the heads of the 
airplane industry and all others inter- 
ested in aviation was made some tine 
ago in the belief that the trans-Atlan 
tic aviator could do more than any 
single man to encourage aviation at 
this time. 


For the last few years as piivate 


capital has been again and again on 
the verge of interesting itself in large 
measure in aviation, serious accidents 
have come along to dampen enthusiasm 
The fatal accident to the Shenandoah 
together with the series of tragedies 
constantly reported in the press have 
made those interested in aviation feel 
that something sensational would have 
to bo done to prove the dependability 
of both dirigibles and airplanes. 


Colonel Lindbergh's success, was, to 


some.extent, so sudden and so produc- 
tive of enthusiasm that the airplane 
industry is taking inventory of what 
can be done to make the public see the 
opportunities in aviation. 


TO AROUSE BUSINESSMEN 
From a national defense standpoint, 


of course, the government is alive to- 
the necessity of encouraging aviation 
but commercial aviation is something 
over which the government can oxer 
cise only an indirect influence. Sum' 
moning- Colonel Lindbergh here simply 
means that his influence will be used 
n arouaing the buisncssmcn of tho 
country to the importance of air trans 
portation. Already the postoflicc dc 
partmcnt reports that a simple advert 
isemcnt asking the public to send let- 
ters by air mail in connection with the 
Lindbergh celebration, brought in im- 
mense returns. 


Also on the first of next month, the 


air mail service goes into 
private 


hands. The government is not in the 
habit of advertising to get business as 
it docs not have the profit making in- 
centive. 
The airplane 
companies, 


which want 10 develop air mill wil not 
hesitate to do everything that private 
business ordinarily docs to stimulate 
sales. Thus, for example, one city 
which a university is asking for an 
airport airmail service and one of the 
arguments made is that hundreds of 
thousands of letters written by boys 
and girls to each other in the scholas- 
tic age would come l?y air mail just 
as tons of it annually now go by spe- 
cial delivery. 


The government is so anxious to sec 


the air mail service developed that it 
will not regard it as in any sense a 
competitor of other classes ol mail, 
though it is realized sonic of the rev- 
enue coming in now might be diverted. 
The expectation here is that Colonel

Medforcl, Ore.—CXP)—With their con- 


sciences as free as a confession could 
make them, Hugh, Ray and Roy de 
Autremont sped under guard toward 
the state penitentiary Friday to spend 
the remainder of their lives in expia- 
tion, for the dynamiting of a mail tram 
in the Siskiyou tunnel of Oregon Jn 
1923, 
in which four men died. 


Assuming the guilt in a statement as 


graphic and rretorical as a D'Artigan 
story, Hugh, who is only 23 years old. 
told the story of the three brothers— 
how they absorbed the ideas of Schop- 
enhauer, Huxley and Darwin and 
steeled themselves with a philosophy 
that carried them through one o£ the 
highest crimes in the history of the 
modern northwest. 


While Hugh told his story—a tale of 


three devoted brothers—all for one and 
one for all—Ray and Roy. twins, 27 
years old, stood in the same cell, and 
bilently approved the confession. Ray 
and Roy then appeared in court, 
pleaded guilty to murder—Hugh pre- 
viously had been convicted—and re- 
ceived life sentences. 
They were put 


aboard a train for Salem and the peni- 
tentiary. 


Conscience and the ringing of the 


engine bell beating against Hugh's 
memory broke him—the boy who has 
smiled and held up his head for four 
years while the state pointed its ac- 
cusing finger at him and set men on 
his trail in nearly, every part of the 
world.

FAIR PLAY FOR LEGISLATORS 
In his address before the 
\Yiscons5n 


State Bar association Justice Rosenberry 
departed from the usual routine in urging 
upon the lawyers a practical public ser- 
vice that should not go unnoticed. For 
fifteen or twenty years various and con- 
tinuous efforts to amend the constitution 
of Wisconsin so as to pay the legislators 
at least something approaching a liv- 
ing wage have failed utterly. 
Justice 


. Rosenberry declared that it is the duty of 
those practicing law to perform work for 
the improvement of the public service and 
suggested that there should be a united 
effort upon the part of the members of the 
bar to aid in convincing the people of the 
state that they have made a grave mis- 


. take in not increasing the paltry sum 


paid by them to those upon whom they 
place the great responsibility of enacting 
the laws to govern a commonwealth o£ 
about three million people. 


We are glad to see this expression of 


opinion come from one 
particularly 


known for. his fair and impartial judg- 
t ment. • It should go a long way to cor- 
' rect a very sore condition in Wisconsin 
i affairs. The idea of continuing to ask the 
-133 men and women who act as legis- 


• lators for the people of this state, to so 
•'act at their own expense, is about the 
poorest piece of business of which 
the 


state is guilt}'. It is economically wrong. 
It is morally wrong. It hasn't one virtue. 
. It keeps out of the legislature able and 
sincere men and women who cannot af- 
' ford to make the sacrifice. It serves to put 
into the legislature many who should 
never get there. 


It is a strange anomaly in' our public 


affairs that the people have.so often voted 
against fair pay for legislators. 
It re- 


flects, we believe, a public conviction that 
the legislators do not deserve any better 
pay. But the result of such an attitude is 
not to raise the standard of ability of leg- 


. islators but to continue to lower it. 


People often: vote to defeat good mea- 


sures against their better judgment and 
out of pique and a spirit of disgruntle- 
ment. There is no way to overcome this 
situation excepting to follow the plan 
suggested by Justice Rosenberry and at- 
tempt to convince the voters of the folly 
of their attitude. 
This can only be ac- 


complished by a constant and intensive 
campaign of education. 
The electors 


must be convinced of their error. Xo bet- 
ter start could be made than to have the 
'1500 members of the Wisconsin State 
Bar association undertake the task in 
their various communities. When the as- 
semblymen and senators at Madison are 
paid fair compensation for the months of 
time that they must give to public affairs 
we \v511 have better legislators in'every- 
way and the result to the people of the 
state, to their welfare and their future, 
will be astonishing, whereas the actual 
cost of the increase is trivial.

which France and Italy are parties. Her 
efforts are also directed to establishing 
her rights to a superior navy and, partic- 
ularly, to a larger auxiliary tonnage for 
the protection of her. commerce and nu- 
merous trade routes and lines of com- 
munication. The American plan in effect 
is the extension of the 5-5-3 ratio on cap- 
ital ships to all other warcraft. This po- 
sition has been reached after many 
months of careful study of the whole 
problem of disarmament by the president 
and our military experts. Washington 
dispatches indicate that it will not be ma- 
terially modified, although we are prepar- 
ed to make concessions in details. 


The conference wa% called by the Unit- 


ed States for two specific purposes, to 
minimize the agencies and therefore the 
dangers of war, and to relieve the powers 
of an excessive tax burden. It will look 
with disfavor on any attempt to obtain 
special favors or rights at the expense of 
others. It is for this reason it has propos- 
ed an extension of the 5-5-3 ratio to all 


- classes of ships, so that the financial-load 


"can be eased without affecting the rela- 
tive strength and international status of 
the conferees. 
Opinion at Washington 


is that Japan will come around to the 
American viewpoint and that in the end 
Great Britain will abandon the 
sugges- 


tions that are distasteful to the United 
States. Before the possibilities of agree- 
ment are exhausted we shall hear every 
manner of pessimistic report. 
In 
the 


main these stories will be-speculative and 
subject to liberal discount for the reason 
that they will fail to take into account 
man's as well as nations' disposition to 
compromise and get together after it is 
evident that they cannot secure preferen- 
tial treatment. Despite what appears to be 
an unfavorable-opening of the conference 
we expect it to be successful and to ter- 
minate in an understanding.

THE 1'KRILS OF VACATION 


Vacation is attended with a pood many perils thai 


scarcely concern those who remain at tliclr usua' 
work or play at home. First there is tho chance of 
accidents In traveling. Xe.\t thcro Is the possibility 
of infection with disease to which one may be ex- 
posed In strange contacts, for instance, the known 
or unknown typhoid carrier who handles food. Then 
there is tho chance of getting sunburned, drowned, 
poisoned by ivy, bitten by u, venomous snake or 
speared by vicious mosquitoes. Finally, a lot of 
poor goofs return from their annual vacation verit- 
able wrecks and loss fit" for work than they were 
before they threw down the job. They have plunged 
into the most strenuous physical activities—or ac- 
tivities \\hich are at least too strenuous for flabby 
folk—and by attempting too much have only suc- 
ceeded in straining the heart. A sedentary man or 
woman about to have a. vacation thrust upon: him 
or lier should go at the unwonted life gently and set 
into the stride by easy stages; in fact such M. per- 
son should bcsin a few -weeks before vacation to 
train for it. ami there is no better training: than 
daily walking or evening \\alking. 


For the vacationist planning long tours by au- 


tomobile or afoot or by train or boat, it is %\ell 
to provide a simple first aid or emergency outfit, 
something: that •will not require more than half a 
baggage car to carry it. I have the complete de- 
scription and directions for the use of such a kit, 
which any one may arrange for himself, and my 
kit will slip m a pocket. Tourists or campers who 
want to equip -with this outfit may have the in- 
structions for the asking, provided they send with 
the request a stampedsaddressed envelope for my 
convenience. 


One practical point is not "covered by the tour- 


ist's first aid kit instructions. The method of dis- 
infecting: questionable water for drinking- purpose 
is the hypochlorite of lime method. Another meth- 
od that has the approval of the medical corps of the 
army, consists in placing one drop of tincture of 
iodine (now spelled iodin) in a quart bottle of the 
uater .shakng it up and letting it stand 15 minutes. 
This is sufficient to kill any typhoid or .dysentery 
germs that may be in the water. This amount of 
iodm is insufficient to spoil the taste of the -water 
and for emergencies there can be no objection to 
taking a drop of iodin. 


This year, perhaps more than ever before, it is of 


real importance for travellers and tourists to be 
immunized against typhoid fever before starting off. 
The recent floods, and the disorganization of home 
life caused by such disaster make the chance of 
"typhoid fever greater. Many residents of flooded 
districts will seek employment far from home in 
vacation resorts, and this will necessarily mean the 
uncoverng of not a few typhoid cases. 


The Canadian department of health gives these 


directions for disinfecting -water -with hypochlorite of 
lime: Make a stock solution of three level teaspoon- 
fuls of hypochlorite of lime in a quart of -water. 
Add one teaspoonful of this stock solution to a gal- 
lon of the drinking- -water and let stand for 20 min- 
utes before drinking. 


Hypochlonte of lime (calcium) is more familiar 


under the name of "chloride of lime." It must be 
fresh. If the chlorinated lime gives off a very pun- 
gent odor of chlorin it is probably stale and use- 
less for 
disinfection: the chlorin odor should be 


mild. It-should be kept in air tight receptacles, and 
used soon after opening the can.

AN AMERICAN "GROWTH OF 


THE SOIL"? 


I don't think publishers and others 


whose business it is to bring worth 
while books,, to the attention of the 
readers appreciate the danger of com- 
paring a new book with one that has 
ivon. universal acceptance. When I 
am told that'a play is as good as 
'Hamlet," my immediate response is 
usually unexpressed) "Show me!" 
And nine times out of ten. the work 
.hus compared with a classic suffers. 
The comparison is almost never justi- 
'ied. and all the reader thinks of is to 
find faults that he can, throw up to 
the book's discredit. 


O. E. Rolvaag's "Giants in the 


Earth," published June first, is a 
good illustration. Its comparison with 
xnut Hamzun's "Growth of the Soil" 
was almost inevitable. In this case 
the publishers were not guilty but 
certain other persons deeply inter- 
ested in the book's success, 
made 


much of the "Growth of the Soil" 
dea. And with more justification than 
s usally the case. The themes of the 
,wo books arc 
obviously similar. 


Hamsun's novel is the story of the 
evolution of a farm in Norway, Rol- 
.•aag's of a farm in America. 


But when you say that a new nov- 


el is an American "Growth of the 
Soil" you say more than that tho 
themes are similar. The prospective 
reader of the book, who probably luis 
ii-orshippcd at the shrinks of Knut 
Hamsun for years. _ who 
regards 


'Growth of the Soil" as one of the 
greatest and most beautiful books of 
modern times, who thinks of it as a 
great poem in prose and as almost the 
icrfect work of art, — such a reader 
n£umcs that the expression, "an 
American. "Growth 
of the 
Soil;" 


means the . book has the charm, the 
ncvitablc Tightness of the Norwegian 
novel. He is not satisfied 
when he 


finds that only the thcmesk are sim- 
ilar. He feels defrauded and as a re- 
sult he is almost incapable of giving 
the book credit for the merits it act- 
ually possesses. 
.1 know of at least one reader who 
took this attitude very strongly and 
I personally could not-keep free of 
it either, although I tried 
hard. 


"Giants in the Earth" is a worth- 
while piece of \\ork. the epic of, th« 
settlement-of the northwest by Nor- 


gians. but it is not a great presc 


poem like "Growth of tho^Soil." It Is 
not inevitable, sure art. It does not 
give the impression that it could not 
have been otherwise. It has a number 
of holes, some of them rather ierious 
ones. It is oh a level with the work 
of Johan Boycr rather than with tho 
work of Knut Hamsun. 


The theme is admirable and the 


general handling of it is competent. 
A little group of Norwegians, about 
1S75, trek into the cast plains of the 
Dakota territory and settle down up- 
on the bare .prairie, building sod huts 
and beginning to till the soil. They are 
the advance guard of the army of 
empire builders who have helped to 
make America the greatest nation on 
earth. Uncouth and crude: they were 
in very truth "giants in the earth," 
by* the side of whom average people 
look like pygmies. 


The 'difficulties and 
hardships of 


the frontiers challenged the persons 
who had something epic in 
their 


makeup. Practically every novel about 
frontier life testifies to this fact. So 
again does "Giants 
in the Earth." 


Many of tho characters in the book 
were what a cultivated society would 
call "green." .Mencken would inevit- 
ably refer to them as "boobs." But so 
were the immediate ancestors of most 
of us of ttfday of the" middle west and 
the Jar west. The fact remains that in 
addition to being "green" they were 
for the most part men, of a largeness 
of soul that partook of the vastncss 
of the prairie. 


Caught up in the inevitable march 


westward of these bigger natures 
were weaklings — weaklings only 
from the point of view of the pioneers 
—often people who were too sensi- 
tive to stand up against crude-nature. 
In other surroundings 
they 
would 


have shown to better advantage than 
the pioneers. But on the frontier they 
were lost. 


"Giants in the Earth" is in part the 


tragic story of such a sensitive na- 
ture caught up the march of Ameri- 
can empire building. Tho human cost 
of conquering the soil vividly pro- 
trayed ia "Giants in the Earth."

The Federal Power commission has 


evidently changed its previously an< 
nounced plans of disregarding the 
opinions of the Mcnomlneo Indians In 
tho matter of granting a permit to the 
Wisconsin Power and Light company 
for a power development on the WolC 
river in tho Kcshcna Indian rcserva 
tion, according to a letter received by 
Congressman George J. Schneider Frl 
day in ansuer to his recent telegram 
to the comimsiion in -which he opposed 
the granting <-t the penult. 


The lettcv was signed by O. C. Mer 


rill, executive secretary of the com- 
mission, i.Dd states that whether a 
license should be granted will be deter- 
mined pi-iir.arily from the standpoint 
of the mtt-iosts o£ the Indians them' 
selves. Mr. Merrill said that through 
arrangements with the Federal Oftice 
of Indian Affairs of the Department of 
the Interior, thiee members of the Ma- 
nominee tribe camo to Washington 
this wick to discuss the proposal to is 
s,ue permits and 1'censes. 


The letter states that the delegates 


said it is the desire of the Menommce 
Indians that power be developed in 
ordpr that revenues therefrom may ac 
crue to the tribe. They are interest 
ea primarily in the amount they shal 
receive in case license is issued. 


Mr. Merrill assures Congressman 


Schneider that it is the duty of tlv 
United States as trustee of the Indi 
ans to administer the reservation pri 
marily in the interests of the Indians 
themselves rather than for the specia 
benefit of people "not on the reserva 
tion who apparently desire to see the 
reservation undeveloped in order thaf 
they may have an opportunity to vis- 
it occasionally for recreational pur 
poses." 


He declares that whether the com 


mission will consider it desirable to 
grant the preliminary permit imme- 
diately, he is unable to determine. He 
feels certain, however, that if an 
permit was Issued it would not com 
mit the commission to the issuance 
of license 
except upon the 
terms 


which fully protect the interests o 
the Indians and which will receive 
their approval.

In view of these findings and the 


protests raised by civic organizations 
in his district and in the state Con- 
gressman Schneider, who .{s a. mem- 
ber of the power commission, sent 
the telegram last week protesting 
against the development. Copies of his 
telegram were sent to Dwight F. 
Davis, secretary of war to the secret- 
ary of agriculture and to the secret- 
ary of the interior. Receipt of the 
telegrams was acknowledged and Mr 
Schneider was assured that cureful 
consideration would be given to both 
sides of the matter before a permit is 
granted.

Says Parents Mistake Nu 
trition Values 


Madison—W5)—When children 
are 


full they are not necessarily fed. 


Parents complacently regarding a 


"spiritual type" of child may be over- 
looking a case of malnutrition. 


These and other views on child nu- 


trition arc held by Mrs. Edith Bettin- 
ger of tho home economics department 
at the University of Wisconsin. Par- 
ents frequently overlook the signs of 
faulty nutrition, she believes, as they 
consider filling the equivalent of feed- 
in?. 


"We. ns a nation." she said, 
"feel 


quite safe that our children will have 
plenty of food. It seems inconceivable 
that a number of American children 
could be other than well nourished 
when we stop to think what a rich 
and powerful country we are with 
plenty of food for all. 


"It is conceivable that because of 


poverty a comparatively few children 
may be undernourished. But the chil- 
dren in the average American families 
and often in families of wealth, could 
be malnourished seems most impos- 
sible. The reason we do not realize 
that, this situation exists is because 
we fail to understand or to recognize 
when a hcild is malnourished. We fail 
to recognize in our own children the 
unmistakable signs 
and iccords of 


faulty nutrition. 


"Investigatois or workers in child 


nutrition are constantly 
confronted 


with the fact £hat the average parent 
has no ideal in mind by which to 
judge his child. 


"To see that 
our children always 


have the kinds of food they need and 
moreover to see that they eat and en- 
joy them is our task. 


"We must remember that' only the 


food that is eaten and utilized in the 
body determines the child's nutrition." 


The best food for children, according 


to Mrs. Bcttmger includes: one' quart 
of fresh milk; liver, fish, or musc'c 
meat, one cooked vegetable or raw 
fruit;'one citrus fruit or tomato and 
one whole gram or bread.
